More lumbur was cut In the United 


Status last year than In any other 
year In Its history. 
The enormous 


amount of 37,650,7:1(1 board feet was 
produced, and the mill value of this 
was $(121,151,m In addition, there 
were produced ll.S.Vi.UHO.OOO shingles, 
valued at $L>4, 155,555, and .IJ,81LI,807,000 
lath, valued at $11,41)0,570. 
On the 


whole, It Is safe to say that the pres- 
ent annual lumber cut of the United 
States approximates 40 billion feet, 
and that the- total mill value of the 
lumber, lath, and shingles cacli year 
produced Is not less than $700,000,000. 
These figures give some Idea of how 
vast Is the lumber Industry and how 
great Is the demand for Its products. 


A glance at the kinds of lumber 


produced shows very clearly the pass- 
ing of white pine and oak, one of the 
greatest softwood and the other the 
greatest hardwood which the forest 
has ever grown. Since 1809 the cut 
of white pine has fallen otrmore than 
40 per cent, while that of white oak 
has fallen oil' more than ;t(l per cent. 
Today yellow pine leads all other 
woods In amount cut, while Douglas 
llr—and this will bo a surprise to 
many—comes second. Since 18!)!) the 
cut of Douglas llr has Increased 18(i 
per cent. 
Louisiana Is the foremost 


yellow pine State, with Texas, Missis- 
sippi, and Arkansas following In or- 
der. 
Washington produces by far the 


greatest amount of Douglas llr. 


A comparison of the lumber-produc- 


ing States shows that since 189!) there 
have been many changes In their rela- 
tive rank. 
Washington, which In 


189!) stood sixth, now leads, while 
Wisconsin, which eight years ago led 
all others, Is now third. In the same 
period Oregon, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Idaho, and California made great 
strides as lumber-producing States, 
though, on the 
other hand, the 


amount produced In Michigan, Wls- 
eonnln, 
Minnesota, fioorpla, Ken- 


tucky, Tennessee, Missouri, Indiana, 
and Ohio fell off anywhere from l!l> to 
54 per cent. 


The highest-priced native woods 


are walnut, hickory, and ash", and the 
cheapest are larch and white fir. 
From the fact, however, that since 
18D9 the average increase in the price 
of lumber has been 4!) pur cent, It 
will not bo long before cheap woods 
are few and far between.

The government owns MSO miles of 


wireless syntem and land cable In and 
about Alaska. These lines are all un- 
der the control of the army signal 
corps. The military cable and tele- 
graph system from Seattle to Alaska 
consists of 2,534 miles of submarine 
cable, 1,403 miles of land telegraph 
and 107 miles of wireless.

val. 


As to the weather superstition that 


gives to Candlemas the name of 
"ground hog day" that is a world 
wide fable. 
In German) it Is the 


badger that brakes his winter nap on 
this day to essay tho thankless task 
of weather prophecy; In France and 
Switzerland It Is the marnot, In Eng- 
land the 
hedgehog. 
Observation 


shows that none of these s;nall ani- 
mals do thus observe tho date llxcd, 
also that tho weather on this date 
does not accurately foretell that of the 
following two months, as Is supposed. 
Hut It is a general truth that In tem- 
perate latitudes, warm and sunny 
weather in the Hrst half of February 
is apt to be followed by a change and 
a cool spring, and on this fact our 
ground-hog and badger stories are 
founded.

the plain people. The books and 
pamphlets, the controlled newspapers, the 
speeches by public or prlvutu men to 
which I refer, are usually anil especially 
In Hie IntercHt of the Standard Oil Trust 
nnd of certain notorious railroad com- 
binations, but they also defond other In- 
dividuals and 
corporations 
of 
great 
wealth that have been guilty of wrong- 
doing. It IH only rarely Hint tlm men re- 
sponslblo for the wrongdoing themselves 
speak or write. Normally they hire oth- 
ers to do their bidding, or find others who 
will do It without hire. From tho rail- 
road-rate law to the pure-food Inw, every 
measure for honesty In business that has 
been passed during tho last six years has 
been opposed by these men on Its pas- 
sage nnd In Its administration with every 
resource that bitter and unscrupulous 
craft could suggest and tlm command of 
almost unlimited money secure. Hut for 
the Inst year tlm attack ha* been made 
with most bitterness \ipon tho actual nd- 
mlnlstrntlon 
of 
tlm 
law, 
especially 
through the department of Justice, but 
also through tlm Interstate Commerce. 
Commission and the bureau of corpora- 
lions. The extraordinary violence of tlm 
assaults upon our policy contained In 
these speeches, editorial*, articles, ad- 
vertisements, and 
pamphlets, and 
tlm 
enormous sums of money spent In theso 
various ways, give a 
fairly 
accurate 
measure of the anger and terror which 
our public actions have unused the cor- 
rupt men of vast wealth to feel In the 
very marrow of their being. Tlm attack 
I* sometimes made openly against tin for 
enforcing the law. nnd sometimes with a 
certain cunning, for not trying to en- 
force It In some other way than that 
which experience shows to bii practical. 
One of the favorite methods of tlm lat- 
er class of assailant Is to attack the ad- 
ministration for not procuring tlm Im- 
prisonment Instead of the tine of offend- 
ers under these anti-trust lawn. Tlm man 
making this iiHsault Is usually either a 
prominent lawyer nr an editor who takes 
Ills policy from tlm llnunclors and his 
argument* from their attorneys. 
If tlm 
former, he has defended and advised 
many wealthy malefactors, and he knows 
well (hut. Ihnnks to the advice of lawyers 
like himself, n certain kind of modern 
corporation has been turned Into an ad- 
mirable Instrumpnt by which to rpnder It 
well-nigh Impossible lo get nt the hnnd 
if the corporation, at the man who Is 
really muni guilty. When wn are able 
10 put the real wrongdoer In prison, this 
* wlml we strive lo do; thin Is what wo 
hnve actually done 
with 
Home 
very 
wealthy criminal*, who, moreover, repre- 
sented that most baneful of all alliances, 
the alliance between the corruption of 
organized politics nnd the corruption of 
Illgh tlnance. This Is what wo havo done 
in Urn Oaynor and CJreeim case, In the 
•axn of tlm misapplication of funds In 
•onnnctlon with certain great banks In 
Chicago, In the land-fraud canes, where, 
as In other cases likewise, nnlthpr the 
ilglmnt political position nor tlm posses- 
sion of great wealth, ban availed to Hiive 
the offenders from prison, 
Tlm federal 
government doe* scourge sin: It does bid 
sinner* fear: for It has put behind the 
inrs with Impartlnl neverliy, tho powerful 
•tnuncler. Mm powerful politician, the rich 
and thief, the rich contractor—all, no 
matter how high I heir station, against 
whom criminal misdeeds can bo proved, 
MI their wealth and power cnn not pro- 
,ed ilium. Hut It often happens tlmt tho 
•tfort lo Imprison a given defendant Is 
'CTlnltl to be futile, while It Is possible 
.o line him or lo Hnn the corporation of 
which ho Is heart; no that. In other words, 
he only wny of punishing the wrong IH 
iy lining the corporation, ilnles* wn am 
•onteni to proceed personally against the 
nlnor agents. The corporation lawyers 
.o whom 1 refer and their employers are 
be men mainly responsible 
for 
this 
state of things, and their responsibility Is 
shared with all who Ingeniously oppose 
he passing of Just and effective laws, or 
who fall to execute them when they have 
)cpn put on the statute hooks.

bins" done and punishing thn offender 
when any existing law had been vlo- 
nteil;. second, ny.regommtndlng the pas- 
snge-of lawn which would'make unlaw- 
ul similar practices for the 
future, 
I'ho public men. lawyers und editors 
who loudly proclaim their sympathy for 
ho. "Innocent 
ntorkholders" when

rlghln of property on the one hand, or 
on the other by mlnuse of the process

lutor of that corporation ,a« rlgorouslr 
und feurlniisly us against thn humbles 
offender.

ami agents of wrongdoers who have fo 
so many years gone scot free ana floutoi 
the Inws with Impunity, against urea 
law-defying corporntlons 
of 
Imiimni 
wealth, which, until within the lust hnl 
dozen years, hnve treated themselves am 
huve expected others to treat them u 
being beyond and ubovo 
all 
possible 
check from Inw, 
It Is especially necessary to secure ti 
tlm representatives of the national gov 
eminent full power to doul with tlm grea 
corporations engaged In Interstate com 
merce, and above all, with tho great In 
torslnte common curriers.

are dlfllcultles III any course of cotiduc 
to be followed In dealing with these grea

Remarkable Islands of the Windward 


Group In West Indies. 


After passing through the Ancgoda 


Passage, which divides the Greater 
Antilles from tho Lessor, a beautiful 
silRht presents itself to tho traveler, 
sailing down tho Inner side of the Car- 
rlbbeo Islands and views from the 
steamer's deck those wonderful lands 
as they pass in rapid succession, ris- 
ing almost vertically from the deep 
blue sea, which on tho Inner side Is 
ordinarily of glassy smoothness. The 
gorgeous colors on tho slopes of the 
Islands present, under tho various In- 
fluences of 
cloud tempered lights, 


every shade of delicate, tropical vege- 
tation. 
When 
thus 
viewed, the 


Islands appear as Edens of loveliness. 
While precipitous to an astonishing 
degree, they rise In great curves and 
slopes to the rounded summits. From 
the sea, tho slopes appear so steep 
that tho beholder wonders how hu- 
man beings can llnd foot hold upon 
them. Yet hero and there, surround- 
ed by sombre forests, bright patches 
of green cane, accompanied by large 
groups of houses, can bo distinguish- 
ed. In addition to its own wonderful 
verdure, each Island Is ornamented 
with palms, roses and foreign plants 
brought from all parts of tho world 
by former Inhabitants. 


One of the most Interesting of these 


Islands, but In a strikingly different 
way Is Martinique, which Is so promi- 
nent In every one's mind on account 
of tho terrlllc loss of life, only a few 
years ago, from the eruption of Mt, 
1'elce, which rises in tho form of a 
peak 4450 feet high. This is usually 
wrapped In clouds but now and then 
it can bo seen, with it* vast sides 
sweeping In steep and graceful nlopes 
to the hea.

When they corao hero they will find 


an assortment of treasures, for Mr«. 
Jano Chutton, the dead woman, ap- 
pears to have had peculiar tastes. Al- 
though successfully posing as 
the 


poorest of the poor, living In a dilapi- 
dated old house, with a doc for her 
solo companion, nor death revealed the 
fact that she had stowed away In » 
back room $8,000 In bank notes, $4.600 
In government bonds, diamond rings, 
brooches, bracelets and other Jewelry 
worth about $15,000 and a great store 
of valuable silks, rare Indian 
and 


Paisley shawls. 


The hovel In which she was found 


dead had b««n her home for many 
years. A neighbor brought her food 
and old friends visited her now and 
then. A love romance In the back- 
ground may have had something to do 
with her solitary life. In 1851 she mar- 
ried John Chutton, a butler who had 
passed himself off as a man of moans 
nnd whom sho found "too Inquisitive 
about her affairs." This was the only 
reason she over gave for leaving him 
•t the church door the day of theli 
marriage and for nevur seeing him 
again. Sho seldom loft her house and 
her visitors were few and far 
bo- 


tween. 


For several days her neighbor, one 


Elizabeth Camp, had knocked on her 
door and was unable to get any re- 
ply. So sho summoned the police, who 
forced an entrance. They found Mrs. 
Chutton lying dead on the bed. A 
search of the house was made. In one 
room woro hundreds of yards of silk 
worth $2.50 a yard, rare shawls and 
wraps. Thoro wore boxes full of beau, 
tlful old-fashioned clothing, and many 
costly ornaments lay scattered In tha 
dirt. Packed away In an old trunk wan 
a stocking containing th» $8,000 In 
bank notes and I4.GOO In government 
bonds. A tin box revealed a heap ot 
diamond rings, brooches, 
bracelets, 


gold watches and precious stonoa. 


The only food In tho house was a 


small place of bread. Tho coroner 
said that he had onco attended her, 
but had not charged anything be- 
cause ho thought sho was a 
poor 


woman. Tho pollco have taken posses- 
slon of tho dilapidated house and all 
Ita precious contents, and they are 
waiting for thu Amarlcan relatives to 
reveal their whereabouts.

tinctively separate as day and night. 
Ono la tho mind of Uio body (tho 
function of tho physical bruin): the 
other, tho mind of tho soul. 
The ono 


IH mortal; the other, Immortal. 


Those are sometimes callod "tho 


conscious" and ".subconscious," but, as 
Biich. the Icnna aro misleading Inns- 
much as they suggest two phases of 
one mind Instead of (as they should) 
two 
distinctively 
different 
minds. 


Herein lies tho root of tho whole mat- 
tor; the very cornerstone of "the 
new psychology." Wo aro not dealing 
with a duality of mind, hut with dual 
minds. 
For that reason 1 much pre- 


fer, and shall 
horeafter 
designate 


them, tho objective and subjective, 


Tho "objective" mind Is tho func- 


tion of tho physical brain. Us media 
aro tho flvo physical senses. It conies 
with tho body, develops with tho body, 
perishes with tho body. It controls 
all voluntary motion. 
It 
depends 


upon tho body for Its existence. 
Its 


highest faculty Is reasoning. 
It rea- 


sons deductively and Inductively. 


Tho "subjective" mind la tho func- 


tion of tho soul. 
Tho soul Is a dis- 


tinct entity, and as such possesses In- 
dependent powers and functions, hav- 
ing a montal organization of Its own. 
It docs not depend upon the body for 
Its existence. 
Tho highest faculty IB 


Intuition, 
It la tho seat of the emo- 


tions and tho storehouse of memory; 
In fact, tho momory Is absolutely per- 
fect. 
Everything you have over read 


or hoard or seen or said or thought IH 
registered In your subjective mind. In 
the case of ono rescued from drown- 
ing (and I speak from personal expe- 
rience) tho curtain Is thrust back and 
tho objective mind receives a quick, 
panoramic view of a lifetime. 
The 


"subjective" mind controls all tho si- 
lent, Involuntary and vegetative ffmc- 
tlons. 
It Is amenahlo to control by 


suggestion. 
Doing Intuitive, It rea- 


oona only deductively. 


It (tho subjective mind) performs 


Its highest functions when the ob- 
jective senses aro in abeyance under 
ordinary 
conditions, 
however, 
the 


"objective" mind has tho floor. 


Soul and Body 


On tho material piano wo havo been 


given a material body to sorvo mate- 
rial purposes, 
it Is merely tho tene- 


ment of tho soul; therefore It wore 
better to say: "My soul has a body." 
not "my body has u soul." Tho soul Is 
paramount, 


1 look upon tho soul as a spark of 


divinity, and as such It POBHOBBOB all 
tho potentialities of 
tho 
Dlvlno — 


omnlscence, omnipotence, 
omnipres- 


ence; those, of course, only in the do- 
grco of tho spark to tho whole—the 
soul to the All Soul. 


Then, with this premise, wo may 


logically conclude that man Is Immor- 
tal. 
Let us put It In tho form of n 


syllogism: 


Tho soul Is a thinking agent. 
A thinking agent cannot bo sev- 


ered into parts, 


That which cannot be severed can- 


not bo destroyed.- 


Therefore tho soul cannot bo 
de- 


stroyed. 


Tho belief in Immortality has at 


least this much In Its favor—the nog- 
atlvo cannot bo proved. If Immortal- 
ity Is not true, it matters little wheth- 
er anything else ia true or not. 


There havo been many attempts to 


locate tho soul. Ilecauso It cannot bo 
located; because tho surgeon cannot 
find it nnd dissect It with his scalpel, 
the materialist declares thoro Is no 
soul, nnd thoro Is no God; therefore 
tho materialist has no difficulty in ac- 
cepting evolution. 
On this point I 


quite agree with Felix Adlor: "If wo 
are descended from an anthropoid ape 
on tho physical side, wo aro not de- 
scended from him, In any strict sonao 
of tho word, on our rational side; for 
na life Is born of life, so reason is born 
of reason; nnd if tho anthropoid ape 
does not possess reason na wo pos- 
sess It. it cannot bo said that on our 
rational side wo nro his progeny." 


It strikes mo that if thoro is a inton- 


ing link in tho chain of physical evo- 
lution thoro is surely a missing link 
in tho chain of rational evolution. 


Tho highest faculty in man la intu- 


ition (soul perception); tho highest 
faculty In tho animal—or In tho ani- 
mal nature of man—ia Instinct. 
I do 


not think with my friend, tho late 
Dr. Hudson, that intuition Is Instinct 
of higher growth. 
I think thcro IB a 


great gulf between them; that tho 
animal possesses instinct only, while 
man possesses both instinct and In- 
tuition; tho Instinct resident In the 
spinal cord, or medulla oblongata. or 
the solar plexus; tho Intuition, a soul 
faculty. 


"God breathed Into hla nostrils (man) 


tho breath of life and ho becamo a 
living soul." Whether you accept this 
statement or not. tho fact remains 
that man Is either an evolved bruto 
or nn Involuted spirit. 


Tho New Thought people are of the 


opinion that tho soul la located Is tho 
solar plexus. I fear they aro very apt 
to Judgo from 
physical 
symptoms, 


and, thereby, got tho solar plexus and 
pnoumognstrlc nerve slightly mixed. 


If tho soul has a local habitation— 


a 
fixed 
habitation—In tho 
human 


body, I would prefer giving It a room 
rlgher up than tho so-called abdom- 
inal brain. 


As God cannot be located In any 


particular place In tho universe, but Is 
omnipresent, so the soul of man (a 
spark of tho Dlvlno) Is not located In 
any particular part of tho body, but 
permeates tho entire being. 


Is God a personality? I think so. 


But you should not 
confound 
tho 


terms personality and 
Individuality, 


Our friends know us Individually but 
few, If any, know us personally. 
Wo 


may scnso one's personality (by tho 
sixth sense), but It cannot bo cog- 
Inzed by tho ordinary senses. Person- 
ality Is felt; Individuality Is seen. Wo 
may fool God's presence, wo cannot 
seo It. 
Wo speak of one's "strong 


personality," also, of having "n per- 
sonal 
acquaintance," etc. Those 


terms signify much more than "Indi- 
viduality" and "Individual 
acquaint- 


ance." 


Is man made In God's Imago? That 


depend upon your view point. 
An- 


thropologically? 
No, 
Psychological- 


ly? 
Yes. 


God Is man's Inspiration. 
Man IB 


God's expression. 
As tho soul Is Im- 


manent (Indwelling) in tho body but 
docs not depend upon tho body for Its 
existence; in like manner God Is Im- 
manent in the universe, but does not 
depend upon the universe for his ex- 
istence. 
Tho universe Is not God 


(that Is Pantheism) but a part of, or 
an expression of God. Wo are not 
God (that Is now thought) but a part 
of God. 
Therefore, in the words or 


tho Into Dr. Hudson: "The Deity Is a 
divine Immanence without pantheism, 
and a personality 
without 
anthro- 


pomorphism." 


As regards tho Tendency to substi- 


tute nature for God. I would say. In- 
stead, that God works through nature, 
nnd nature Is the spirit of God at 
work. 


Will not the study of psychology In- 


terfere with one's religious 
beliefs? 


That depends. 
As for myself I can 


truly say that nothing else has ever 
given mo BO true an insight Into the 
character and teachings of Christ, 1. e., 
ns he taught them and as ho lived 
them; but we must recognize tho fact 
that thoro Is a wldo difference In 
terminology. 
Theology Is not neces- 


sarily Chrlstology, nor Is churchlanlty 
necesnarlly Christianity. 


When Nathaniel asked: 
"Can any 


good como out of Nazareth?" ho little 
thought that from that hamlet should 
come ono whose teachings would In- 
II nonce tho minds of mon for all time, 
nnd whoso code of ethics would abide 
with man and become tho moving pow- 
er of civilization. 


I am frank to admit that tho study 


of "psychology" has caused mo 
to 


change some of my earlier religious 
bellofn, but at the same time It has 
Increased my religious faith In the 
Fatherhood of God nnd tho brother- 
hood of man. 


"A man's belief," said 
tho 
Into 


.lohn Flake, "Is a part of tho man. 
Take It away by force and ho will 
bleed to death; but If tho time comes 
that ho no longer needs It. ho will 
either slough It, or convert it into 
something more useful," 


What wo really need Is more ration- 


al thinking. 
Rational thinking, how- 


ever, has a different effect upon dif- 
ferent temperaments, Rational think- 
ing may lend to a belief that wo are 
developing into nn amalgamation of 
forces that will bo called God; or that 
wo aro atoms of a central force called 
God, from which we havo emanated, 
and to which wo shall return; or that 
there Is no force that can properly bo 
called God. 


It Is, however, of the first Impor- 


tance that rational thinking should 
lend to rational living—lend to tho 
moral and Intellectual heights whero 
tho heart uf kindness nnd tho mind 
of reason rule tho conduct. 
Ration- 


alism IB undogmatlc and regards all 
religions quostlonB us upon, 


Not until the brain of mankind has 


been cleared of tho theological weeds 
and tangled undergrowths 
can 
tho 


higher Ideals—natural happiness and 
universal love—bo realized.

BO much to bring on, is out with an answer to 
President Aloffett, of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Indiana. The publication of this an- 
swer, It lu officially given out, wns delayed sev- 
eral weeks, "for business reasons," because it 
wns not deemed advisable to further oxclto 
tho public mind, which was profoundly dis- 
turbed by tho crisis. Now that tho

clouds have rolled by, however, tho Commis- 
sioner rushes ngnln into tho fray. 


Our readers remember that tho chief points 


In tho defence of tho Standard OH Company, as 
presented by President Moffett, were (1) that 
the date of six cents on oil from Whiting to 
East St. Louis has been Issued to tho Standard 
OH Company ns tho lawful rate by employes 
of tho Alton, (2) that tho 18-ccnt rato on file 
•with tholnterstato Commerce Commission waa 
a class and not n commodity rate, never being 
intended to npply to oil, (3) thnt oil 
was 


shipped in largo quantities between Whiting 
and East St. Loula over tho Chicago & East- 
ern Illinois nt C'/i cents per hundred pounds, 
which hns boon filed with tho Interstate Com- 
mcrco Commission ns tho lawful rate, and (4) 
that tho 18-cent rato on oil was entirely out of 
proportion to lawful rates on other commodl< 


on tho lines of tho Chicago & Eastern Illinois, 
which receives its Whiting freight from tho 
Uolt Lino nt Dolton. The former prnctlco, now 
discontinued, In filing tariffs was to make 
them read from a point on tho line of tho Ill- 
lug road, nnd it wns ulno general to stnto on 
tho same shoot, that tho tariff would apply to 
other polntH, o. g., Whiting.
